NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 38(E ).—111 exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution 
the President hereby makes the following rules fur¬ 
ther to-amend the Indian Foreign Service (Conduct 
and Discipline) Rules, 1961, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian For¬ 
eign Service (Conduct and Discipline) Amendment 
Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 


(2) A member of the Service who intends to con¬ 
tract a marriage with a person other than an Indian 
citizen shall seek prior permission for the same by 
submitting a written application addressed to the 
Foreign Secretary to the Government of India in 
the Ministry of External Affairs giving details of the 
name, age, address, occupation and nationality of 
the person and the decision of the Government on 
the application shall be communicated to the appli¬ 
cant within a period of one year unless the Govern¬ 
ment, for reasons to be recorded in writing and com¬ 
municated to the .applicant within the said period, 
extends it : 

Provided that no such period of extension shall 
exceed a period of one year from the date 
of expiry of the initial period of one year. 

(3) If a member of the Service contracts mar¬ 
riage with a person other than an Indian citizen 
without obtaining prior written permission of the 
Government, he shall be liable to be removed from 
the Service. 

(4) Government may refuse permission to a mem¬ 
ber of the Service to contract a marriage with a per¬ 
son other than an Indian citizen if it considers that 
the marriage, if permitted, may prejudically affect the 
due and proper performance of the duties of the 
member of the Service, or the maintenance of friend¬ 
ly relations with a foreign State or in the public 
interest. 

(5) Government may give the member of the 
Service an opportunity to show cause to the contrary 
before permission is refused, 

(6) In the event of a decision being taken to grant 
permission to a member of the Service to contract 
a marriage with a person other than an Indian citi¬ 
zen, the Government may stipulate such conditions 
as it may deem appropriate including the condition 
that the foreign spouse should acquire Indian citizen¬ 
ship within a reasonable period of time.”
